poses. As described in ihe Electri- 
cian, a glass mold is prepared, the 
convex side of which is accurately 
shaped and polished to form a true 
parabolic or other reflecting surface. 
As the mold only requires shaping 
and polishing on one side, it is com- 
paratively cheap compared to a glass 
reflector, which has to be ground on 
both sides. 
On the curved surface 


a coating of-metallic silver is depos- 
ited, this being accomplished chem- 
ical iy. Afterward this coating is pol- 
ished. 
The mold thus prepared is 


immersed with a copper anode in an 
electrolyte of copper sulphate, and 
rotated at about 15 revolu lions a min- 
ute in a horizontal position. 
The 


copper is electroplated on the silver, 
to which it adheres firmly, and is 
subsequently separated 
from 
the 


mold by placing the whole in water 
and gradually raising the tempera- 
ture to 120 degrees Fahrenheit, when 
the metal reflector will leave the 
mold on account of the unequal ex- 
pansion of the two metals. The eon- 
cave s-urface of the reflector thus ob- 
tained is an exact reproduction of the 
surface of the mold, and has the same 
brilliant polish, but it requires coat- 
ing with a film of suitable metal to 
prevent tarnishing. Either platinum 
or palladium is used, and the coat- 
ing electro-deposited in the same 
manner as above described, using, of 
course, suitable solutions and anodes. 
Salt water when thrown on such a 
reflector, even when quite hot, does 
not tarnish the surface, the water be- 
ing driven off as steam and the'salt 
being easily removed with a wet cloth. 
Such a reflector recently tested at 
Portsmouth had a number of rifle 
bvllets passed through it 
without 


sensibly affecting the beam of light 
thrown from it. On the other hand, 
the first shot fired at a glass reflector 
shattered it to pieces. With a pal- 
ladium-faced reflector tjie intensity 
of the light is found to remain-.prae- 
tically constant, as little or no tar- 
nishing takes place-—-Invention.

A QUESTION OF HATS. 


Striking Difference in Wages Received 


in Spain and America. 


The poverty and low. state of social 


life and civilization of the Spaniards 
is indexed quite- accurately .by their 
wage rates. For instance, the aver- 
age weekiy pay of a bricklayer in 
Spain (Malaga)ris $3.80'; in the United 
States, $21.18; of a mason, $3.30 in 
Spain, $21 in the "United States: of a 
carpenter, $3.90 in Spain, $15.25 in 
the United States; of a blacksmith, 
§3.90 in Spain, $10.02 in the United 
States; of a tinsmith, $3 in 
Spain, 


$14.35 in the United States; of print- 
ers, $4.50 in Spain, ,$16.42 in the 
United States; of laborers, porters, 
etc., $2.75 in Spain, $3.88 in the 
United States. While rents and pos- 
sibly prices of a few native products 
are 'lower in Spain than in the United 
States, the difference comes nowhere 
near equaling the wide disparity in 
in wages. Moreover, in a comparison 
of this sort the quality of the living 
must be considered as well as the nom- 
inal cost. Thus, lower, rents nearly 
always imply inferior accommoda- 
tions," and, to the average Spaniard, 
most of the comforts and .conveni-. 
ences in ordinary use here are unat- 
tainable luxuries. That the. low rate 
of Spanish wages does really mean a 
proportionately low consumption and 
low standard of living is substantiated 
by one or two significant facts of an- 
other character; for instance, the per 
capita annual consumption of woolen 
goods in Spain is only 9 shillings' 
worth, as against 19 shillings in the 
United States; of sugar, 5 pounds per 
annum in Spain, 43 pounds in the 
United States; of beef, 16 pounds per 
annum in Spain. 62 pounds in the 
United States; of all meats, 49 pounds 
in Spain, 120 potinds in the United 
States; of butter, none in Spain, 16 
pounds in the United States; of cof- 
fee, •! pounds in Spain, 115 in the 
United States.—Gunton's Magazine.

D. c. HENDERSON'S SPEECH. 


In substance Mr. Henderson said: 
Fellow Citizens—It is indeed a great 


pleasure as well as an honor to me to 


called upon to address you on this 


grand and patriotic occasion. 


"We are a proud people, proud of 


our -flag, proud of our country, proud 
of our institutions and proud of our 
patriotism. We ars a liberty-loving 
people; we don't invite strife from 
my nation on earth, but when our 
rights are assailed and our honor 
offended we are ready and quick, to 
lick up the gauntlet in defense of our 
lonor and our rights. 
" Our flag has been recognized by all 


nations as the symbol of patriotism 
and humanity. It has been the shield 
for the protection of the oppressed of 
all nations, and under its folds mil- 
lions have taken shelter from the 
tyranny and oppression of their native 
[and. 


"We pride ourselves with being the 


greatest nation on the earth. Other 
nations may have more territory, more 
people, but we boast of more patriot- 
ism, more unity and more indissoluble 
organized, which adds to our glory.as 
American citizens.

the present crises. Suffice it to say it is 
on our side a righteous war; it is a hu- 
mane war; it is a war in defense of a 
starving, persecuted people: and it is a 
war against the tyranny of a blood- 
thirsty nation upon the weak and de- 
fenseless men, women and children of 
Cuba. .< Therefore our "course in this 
action is holy and righteous, and with 
God's assistance we will keep up this 
strife until that flag floats over Morro 
Castle and aionside the single star o 
Cuba, proclaiming the freedom of an 
other people. 


Let us keep up this spirit of patriot 


ism, this love for our country, this 
reverence for onr flag: let us ruculcati 
that spirit, that love, that reverence in 
the hearts and minds of our children 
in our homes, in our schools, in ou: 
workshops, aye, and even in ou: 
churches, as love of country is akin tf 
love of God."
